With plans already worked out, 
lialph Wailer, president of the Ada

posed am ateur baseball league for 
these towns.

Michigan University Sends 
Second Party to Mak<> 
Collection. 


OKLAHOMA WILL 
MEET TEXAS IN 
TENNIS MATCH 


ANN ARBOR, MICH, April I — 
A second expedition into the Ama­ 
zon river district of South Amer­ 
ica is exploring the region of East­ 
ern Brazil in the 
interests of the 
University of Michigan, 
it is an­ 
nounced by Dr. A. G. Ruthven, dir­ 
ector of the University museum. 
The second expedition 
is 
being 
carried on by but two white 
mqn, 
Jesse Williamson of Bluffton, Iud., 
and Captain John Strom, an army 
officer stationed in the Philippines 
for some time and who has had wide 
experience in exploration fields. 
They are obtaining specimens for 
the Michigan museum are also seek­ 
ing data about animals to bf) found 
in the Amazon country that will 
link various species of animal life. 
The work 
will 
continue 
several 
months. 
Another exploration party for the 
University 
has 
just 
completed 
its work in Brazil and is on the way 
out of that country, Dr. Ruthven is 
advised. This group was headed by 
Dr. Rushy and is known as the Mul- 
ford Exploration. Dr. Rushy some 
time ago suffered from an infected 
tooth and because of complications 
was forced to leave the party and 
turn leadership over to Dr. W. M. 
Mann, assistant curator in the divi­ 
sion of insects of the United States 
National Museum. 
Has Plant Collection 
The 
Mulford 
Exploration 
party 
has made exhaustive investigations 
in Western Brazil and Bolivia and 
is returning with several thousand 
plant numbers. A large amount of 
material has been shipped to this 
country. The specimens will go to 
the Economic Museum of the New 
York Botanical Gardf^n and to other 
institutions. 
In the entomology branch 100,- 
000 specimens have been collected, 
including 125 different species of 
ants. The 
fish collection 
also is 
important. 
Dr. Rusby's return jeurney is de­ 
sc r ib e by Dr. Ruthven as a remark­ 
able one because of the difficulties 
he was obliged to overcome. Despite 
his illness he took leav*) of other 
members of the party in Bolivia and 
started alone on the arduous journey 
across the continent, a trip about 
1,600 miles long, by raft, launch, 
river steamer and railroad. He4 ar­ 
rived at Manaos, Brazil, January 9, 
and arranged to leave for New York 
in February. 
In dismissing the objects of the 
University’s various expeditions into 
South America, Dr. Ruthven declar­ 
ed specimens from the region are 
of great value in linking one spec­ 
ies 
withjj another. Certain 
animal 
groups furnish the key to other 
mysteries of evolution, he pointed 
out, and the University is seeking 
to trace these relationships.

The death of former Emperor Charles of Austria at his 
place ot exile on one of the Madira Islands recalls the events 
oi a life of strange contests. A member of the Austrain royal 
house he passed his earlier years amid the pomp and circum­ 
stance of the imperial court. He was considerably removed 
from a prospective throne. His father was a nephew of the 
emperor, but Franz Josef had a son who of course stood first. 
He was either murdered or committed suicide as the result 
of a clandestine love affair. This brought the late Franz Ferdi­ 
nand, a nephew of the emperor, in line for the succession. It 
was his tragic death in 1914 that started the war in Europe.

"What Is more, at the very mo­ 
ment that we are here discussing 
thisjoatter, the powerful beet sugar 
lobby at Washington, with which 
the so-called agricultural bloc is 
said to be in sympathy, is threaten­ 
ing that unless the Cuban Congress 
will agree to pass measures curtail­ 
ing the production of Cuban sugars 
for the coming year it will insist 
in the halls of our Congress In 
Washington upon an Increase of 
the tariff against Cuban sugars 
from $1.C0 to $2.00 per hundred 
pounds. 
“We who pride ourselves upon 
justice, are crucifying the little 
Island of Cuba because it is within 
our power so to do. I do not think 
It adds or detracts from the argu­ 
ment that probably seventy per cent 
of the sugar producing properties in 
Cuba are American owned; the ef­ 
fects upon the Cuban Government 
and upon the Cuban people are the 
same regardless of this fact. We are 
placing Cuba where, K seems to 
me, she must in the ultimate, plead 
either for annexation, which would 
take away the burden of her Ameri­ 
can trade taxes, or for a complete 
national freedom, which would en­ 
able her to take foreign imports on 
the same basis that she would take 
American imports, in which case 
there 
is 
every 
indication 
that 
through reciprocal trade relations 
established with England and Eu­ 
rope she would be able to export 
to their markets probably close to 
a third of her annual sugar crop. 
“If further pressed by those who 
would find bounties for their in­ 
dustries through the medium of the 
American tariff, I am convinced 
there is no alternative in Cuba but

“Congress dare not go before the 
public of the United States with an 
offer of a bonnty to the com 
grower, and much less to the beet 
sugar grower, but by virtue of our 
ability through our greater might 
and the position in which we find 
ourselves, it has shown itself to be 
willing to put upon the rack our 
little brother Cuba, to the end that 
to the cost of producing sugar In 
Cuba may be added a burden equiv­

States may continue to grow. The 
consumer of sugar is thus called 
upon to pay not only over one and 
one-half cent extra for every pound 
of Cuban sugar he buys, but the 
same on every pound of beet sugar 
as well.
